Report of School Board 


To begin the school year of 1915-1916 with a new Prin- 
cipal in the High School, with six new teachers in the district, 
and to establish in the High School the fourth year course, 
presented many problems and fears which soon vanished and 
we feel certain that the standard in the High School has been 
raised to a position in which the district might well feel 
proud, and the work throughout the district has been equally 
good and satisfactory. 


We feel that the most important change that can be made 
for the benefit of our schools is to put the district under school 
supervision, which can be done at a very small expense to the 
district as the State pays one-half the expense. 

The district is spending upwards of five thousand dollars 
per year for its schools, and to be continually hiring new 
teachers without experience, to use the present-day text books 
expecting the grade work in the several districts to be kept in 
line, and all the perplexing problems solved seems to be waste- 
ful economy without supervision, and one who is trained for 
this work can accomplish more than your school board. 

The article in the school warrant which ealls for a vote on 
supervision demands your best thought, and we trust there will 
he a free discussion and a sane vote on this important question. 


The worthless piano in the Center school has been replac- 
ed with a new one, and Miss Mary L. Cummings of Claremont 
was added to the teaching force, giving lessons in music in the 
several rooms and has also heen a valuable assistant to all the 
teachers.

At Wendell the shed has been enlarged and connected 
with the school building, and separate closets built for the boys 
and girls. ‘The same should be done at South Sunapee and at 
the Collins district. Aside from these improvements, there will 
not be much needed for repairs. In the high school laboratory 
a few student chairs will be required. 


The High School meets the demand of the district and 
should be continued. While there are but four in the graduat- 
ing class, some of whom would not have had the benefit of a 
high school education were it not for the school, there are 
seven from Sunapee attending school elsewhere whose tuition 
the district would have to pay did we not provide the High 
School.
